ITEMS OF INTEREST 


A Quebec member asks for the pro¬ 
hibition of the manufactur&>of liquor 
in dry provinces. Hi will make a mo¬ 
tion to that effect at\he next session. 

O. A. Boggs, of Daysland, was a 
prominent winner in the Hereford 
class at the win ter s tock show at 
Guelph, Ontario, last week. Mr. Boggs 
is also exhibiting with-other Alberta 
stock growers at Toronto and Chicago. 

A visitor bo the provincial buildings 
during the past week was M. J| 
O’Brien, Canadian representative of 
the British Immigration and Coloniza¬ 
tion Association, who presented de¬ 
tails of the immigration plan of his 
association to members of the provin¬ 
cial cabinet. 

Premier King at Ottawa has set No¬ 
vember 19 and 20 as the dates upon 
which the federal cabinet ’will discuss 
the question of the return of Alberta’s 
Natural Resources to the province, 
with Premier Greenfield and Attorney- 
General Brownlee, who will represent 
Alberta. 

Encouraging results are reported 
from the throwing open to grazing of 
selected areas in Alberta forest re¬ 
serves, and as the northern districts 
ore opened up considerable increase 
is expected. The grazing in these dis¬ 
tricts is favourable to the forests 
through reducing the fire hazard. 

An open season for beaver during 
the months of March'and April of 
next year, has Been declared by the 
provincial game department for the 
districts north of township 69, which 
takes in the Grande Prairie, Peace Ri¬ 
ver, Grouard and Fort McMurray dis¬ 
tricts of the province. 

The annual meeting of the Calgary 
Alberta, exhibition board held the past 
week, revealed that the Surplus from 
the stampede and exhibition Of 1924 
was $15,582.00, the total attendance 
having been 167,279. The exhibition 
board now has total cash surplus of 
, more than $41,000. 

Farmers of western Canada are 
now giving increased attention to the 
improvement of. their home surround¬ 
ings. They have not only planted 5,- 
250,000 trees - distributed from the 
Canadian Government forestry sta¬ 
tions at Indian Head and Sutherland, 
Saskatchewan, this year, but have al¬ 
so purchased large quantities from 
private nurseries. 

Alberta’s live stock exhibits for Tor¬ 
onto and Chicago left the province the 
post week, and will be followed by the 
individual exhibits for the Chicago 
Hay and Grain show. The province 
is fully represented in both classes. 
The livestock exhibits, which come 
flam various parts of the province’, 
will be in charge at Chicago of S. G. 
Ocrlyle, Livestock CommissioneV. In 
the seed grain exhibits, there is as full 
representation as last year from all 
parts of the province. 

Shipment of Canadian cattle 
through the Vancouver port to Japan 
is developing, following the increas¬ 
ing of meat in that country. The first 
shipment of Alberta live cattle was 
made last May, and the venture prov¬ 
ed entirely successful. The cattle ar¬ 
rived in good condition and sold at a 
profit to the shipper. A second ship¬ 
ment of sixty head left Vancouver re¬ 
cently. 

A reception for the 50 young men 
who have recently come from the old 
country to the provincial agricultural 
reboot at Vermillion to take a special 
course in practical farming, was held 
this week by the townspeople of Ver¬ 
million. The government was repre¬ 
sented by Hon. Geo. Hoadley, Minister 
of Agrieuitnre^whxr maugrated the 
plan with the British Overseas Settle¬ 
ment Board under whi<;h the young 
men were brought out. Several more 
voung men are now on their way from 
England to join the first party.

WINTER AND FARM LIFE

If, for the past six years the 
“Chronicle” has, in these columns 
been preaching the doctrine of “buy- 
r.t-home” that fact does not deter us 
from drawing attention to some of 
the more admirable points of the mail¬ 
order houses’ policy, and the short- 
corni nj?"\of our own local merchants. 
For example, let us take the ques¬ 
tion. off advertising. Just recently a 
Three Rivers merchant claimed bit¬ 
terly that the mail-order house was 
not obliged bo advertise as extensive-' 
ly as the local mercahant, “trade just 
came to them.” This would be almost 
comic were it not so patiently redicu- 
lous. Far from being chary of adver¬ 
tising, the large mail-order houses an¬ 
nually expend millions of dollars in 
presenting their goods to the atten¬ 
tion of the potential customers. Take 
for instannee, the catalogues which 
flood this district twice a year. The 
cost of each of these volumes is in 
the neighborhood of $6.00. Think of 
it, $6.00 spent to reach one family. 
For the ^expenditure of the same 
amount in newspaper advertising the 
local merchant can reach upwards of 
a thousand families, while in addition 
his sales-appeal does not remain un¬ 
changed for six months but can be 
varied from day to day, and from 
week to week. In newspaper adver¬ 
tising the local merchant finds his sur¬ 
est method of defence against the ag¬ 
gression of outside mail-order houses. 
It is a matter of common knowledge 
that the mere presence of a mail-order 
catalogue in the home serves the same 
purpose as a “silent salesman,” and 
actually makes sales from time to 
time. Now, if a catalogue, which al¬ 
ways remains the same, excercises 
such potent influences, how much more 
valuable _would be a timely and at¬ 
tractive newspaper advertisement, 
made to answer the exigencies of the 
merchant’s stock and carrying a fresh 
appeal bo the homes in which it circu¬ 
lates. We have every sympathy with 
the St. Maurice Valley merchant who 
complained that too much good Triflu- 
vian money annually finds its way to 
the mail-order houses, but we have 
little or none for the retailer who does 
not avail himself of his indubitable 
opportunities to check this efflux. 
Amongst the most formidable weap¬ 
ons with which he may oombat the 
competition of outside firms is local 
newsspaper advertsing, and unless he 
m^kes a more consistent use of this 
medium he can never be justified in 
stating that he has taken the-necessary 
steps to see that local money is kept 
in circulation here, instead of being 
sent outside of the district.—Exchange 


Winter has hitherto been looked 
ipon by farmers without the pleasure 
experienced by the poets in their mus- 
ings on hearth and fireside. Much de¬ 
pends upon location and the degree of 
mildness or severity of the winter 
weather. But where winter interrupts 
the normal work and activities of the 
other seasons, farmers have looked 
upon it as a dreary and often a cheer¬ 
less period of lonesomeness, isolation 
and discomfort.

With 
ladio in the home, the fireStthr-maybe 
transformed into a theatre, an opera 
house, legislative halls, the auditor¬ 
iums of great debates, the hustings of 
political campaigns; or the room may 
he made to vibrate with the beautiful 
strains of a pipe organ in some far 
distant church or hall. And on Sun¬ 
day the family may worship with the 
pastors and congregations of many 
cities. Radio has forever ended the 
isolation of farm life. The farm home 
has been transformed wherever radio 
reception is in use.

OUR IMPRESSIONS 

Being a Short Resume of Trip Across 
The Oceii

A very pleasant feature of the trip 
was a coach drive from Inversnaid, on 
Loch Lomond, to Stronachlachar on 
Loch-Katrine. It is a steep and rug¬ 
ged road, and is made in a leisurely 
fashion with the old-fashioned coach- 
and-fbur. I wished we had the same 
form of conveyance in the Trossachs, 
where we were whisked along in mo¬ 
tor cars at much too fast a speed to 
enjoy the scenery. One piece of disil¬ 
lusionment the trip brought me. It 
was Ellen’s Isle. It is beautiful. But 
I had always pictured it at some dis¬ 
tance from the shore, and thought it 
a bold act of young Malcolm Graeme 
1 to wrap his plaid round his sword and 
I “plunge him in the flashing tide.” 

I Whereas I found the stretch he had to 
I swim was.less than a hundred yards— 
j a mere dip for a strong swimmer. Yet 
i 1 would not discount the beauty of El- 
i leu’s Isle—a rich gem but a small one 
to give shelter to the women of a clan 
like the Gregors, or Clan Alpine. It 
rises high near the Trossachs end of 
the lake. ’Twere presumptious to p. c- 
ture Lake Katrine itself, when the 
( master hand of Scott has told >.f the 
scene that burst on the gaze of the lost 
him lei from Stirling, and front an 
“airy point” he looked out over the 
lake 

....gleaming with the setting sun, 
One burnish’d sheet of living gold, 
Loch Katrine lay beneath him roll’d 
In all her length far winding lay, 

With promontory, creek and bay, 

And islands that, empurpled bright, 
Floated amid the livelier light, 

And mountains, that like giants stand, 
To sentinel the enchanted land. 

High on the south, huge Ben Venue 
Down on the lake in masses threw 
Crags, knolls, and mounds confusedly 
hurl’d, 

The fragments of an earlier world; 

A wildering forest feather’d o’er 
His ruin’d sides and summit hoar, 
While on the north, through middle 
air, 

Ben-A’an heaved high his forehead 
bare. 

It was just as beautiful when we 
saw it, though then it was the noon¬ 
day sun that burst fitfully through the 
dissolving clouds. 

After luncheon at the Trossachs Ho¬ 
tel, we drove down the famous glen bo 
Callendar, in char-a-bancs which had 
brought up half our party who were 
travelling in the opposite direction. 
This was the route over which the 
chase made its way on the fateful 
morning that brought . Fitz James to 
the lair of Rboderick Dhu, and the 
hiding place of Douglas. The path 
which he and the Highland Chieftain 
followed on returning is higher up 
than the modem motor highway; hut 
nevertheless the latter is a road of 
rare beauty, winding along the side 
of steep cliffs, covered with greenery 
o fevery kind. As I said, we should 
have liked to put a brake on the 
wheels of our char-a-banc, but at the 
ether end of the journey was a train 
to be caught at Callender. There “mo¬ 
dem conveniences” have little consi¬ 
deration for romance. On our way we 
saw some of the fierce looking High¬ 
land cattle, with their long horns. One 
of our party climbed the fenee to get 
a photograph, as we thought, showing 
considerable temerity. But we learned 
that these cattle are not so fierce as 
they Look. 

That evening our party returned to 
Glasgow, from the Trossacks, where 
the night was spent in an ex¬ 
ceedingly happy manner and 
where many of us again had occasion 
to appreciate the kindly hospitality of 
our Scottish friends. The fpllowing af¬ 
ternoon we left Glasgow to the 
strains-of—the.. bagpipes. The hand 
played on the pier before departure 
anti as our boat pulled away the clear 
strains of that good old song, “Will ye 
no’ Come Back Again?” was carried 
to our ears. The pipers marched along 
the pier ;is the ship pulled out and the 
pibrochs sounded loud and clear as we 
steamed down the narrrw Clyde, when 
the sounds died away. Lining the piers 
along the Clyde were thousands of 
Scottish people waving and shouting 
good bye to those on the ship. It«was 
a touching sight, to behold the expres¬ 
sion of seme of the passengers on 
the ship as they gazed upon the faces 
A relatives lining the pier whom they 
were" leaving to depart for Cana¬ 
da where they hoped to better their 
positions in that country Every 
Canadian on board was deeply impres¬ 
sed with the cordiality of the Scottish 
welcome and all harbour very fond 
memories of the four days spent in 
Glasgow. 

But before returning to Canada we 
were to visit another country. Leav¬ 
ing Glasgow in the evening we jour¬ 
neyed along the north coast of Ireland 
and when we awoke the following 
morning our good ship the “Montlau¬ 
rier”, C.P.B. liner, was anchored in 
the bay twelve miles from the city of 
Belfast. No special privilege accorded 
the Canadian editors during tHeir trip 
impressed us more than when the Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Railway steamship au¬ 
thorities held the Montlaurier at Bel¬ 
fast for a day to enable its to visit 
that city. The big liner anchored about 
14 miles from the quays, well outside 
the harbour jurisdiction, so as to avoid 
any complications as to harbour dues 
which are a serious consideration. 
The party, 158 of us, were taken 
ashore on a tender, while the other 
passengers watched us go and return, 
and gazed idly at the shore all day.. 
But in the end they had no ground fqr 
complaint, for the Montlaurier made 
Quebec ahead of schedule. The stop 
was made, not at our own request, but 
at that of the Belfast newspapers and 
authorities, who were most anxious 
that we should visit their city. 

Nowhere was our welcome more 
cordial than in Belfast. From the 
time we landed at the Donegal Quay, 
until the Lord Mayor in person said 
good-bye to us at the same spot, we 
were treated with the utmost kindness. 
Our visit happened to “Synchronize” 
with that of the Duke and Duchess of 
York. The city was gay with flags and 
decorations. We saw the royal pair 
parsing through the streets on their 
way to embark after spending a week 
in Ireland. They were received with 
the utmost enthusiasm. Crowds lined 
the whole route, and wherever they 
stopped they were nearly overwhelmed 
There is no doubt about the, loyalty of 
Ulster. 

Though with the entertainment of 
Lord Mayor, Sir Edward Turner, was 


a very busy man, he found time to 
give us a warm civic N^elcome at the 
city hall immediately after our arrival. 
Following this, we made a char-a-banc 
tour of the city. Belfast is essentially 
a modern city. There are about it 
none of the earmarks of antiquity.' 
One hundred years ago, its population 
numbered barely 30,000; today it ap¬ 
proaches half a million. With few na¬ 
tural advantages it owes its growth 
and prominence t 0 the energy and en¬ 
terprise of its citizens. In more than 
one department of industry it stands 
in a foremost place among British ci¬ 
ties. It is, for instance, the great 
centre of the linen trade, and has the 
largest linen factory in the world, and 
in all there are in the Belfast district 
upwards of 60 spinning mills, with 
ever a million spindles, and more 
than 100 weaving factories, with near¬ 
ly 40,000 looms, giving employment to 
over 60,000 hands. During the war all 
the linen for British aeroplanes \vas 
manufactured there. Belfast has also 
the largest tobacco factory in the 
world, that of the Messrs. Galleher. 

While Belfast lacks the historical 
interest that had been one of the chief 
features of the cities we had visited 
in England and Scotland our drive 
through its streets was pleasant and 
created a good impression. The busi¬ 
ness streets have a modern appear¬ 
ance, more akin to Canadian cities, 
and the store fronts and windows are 
attractive. The city hall where we 
were received, and where later in the 
day we were again entertained (for 
the last time) to afternoon tea, is a 
fine building, erected within the last 
quarter of a century. It compares 
well with halls built centuries ago. Its 
“grand staircase,” a beautiful piece of 
marble art, befits its name. An un¬ 
usual feature is the stained glass win¬ 
dows, which record various incidents 
in the history of the city. The Council 
Chamber, great hall and banqueting 
hall, while not so ornately ornament¬ 
ed as those in older cities, are hand¬ 
some rooms; in fact some of our party 
preferred their comparitively simple 
interiors to the more sombre decora¬ 
tions of the old days. The most pre- 
tentious of the monuments in the pret¬ 
ty square which - surrounds the city 
hall is that to Lord DufTeriu,, a former 
Governor-General of Canada, whose 
family seat of Clandeboye is only a 
few miles from the city On either side 
of the bronze statue of the famous or¬ 
ator and diplomatist are seated figures 
emblematic of Canada and India, as 
well as Governor-General of this Do¬ 
minion. 

About the time we were in Belfast 
the political situation was most un¬ 
certain. and it was noticeable that 
many of the people wore expressions 
of thought and care, undoubtedly there 
were reasons for serious concern. The 
negotiations over the delimitation of 
the boundaries of Ulster had come to 
a deadlock. Over in England the dis¬ 
position of those with whom we came 
into contact seemed to be to side 
against Ulster. The English leaders 
seemed to be tired of the Irish questi¬ 
on, and determined to get rid of it. 
In Belfast our hosts did not seem 
much disposed to discuss the question, 
further than to express the determinar 
tion not to give up any properly be¬ 
longed to blister even if they had to' 
fight for it. Notwithstanding the man¬ 
ner in which they had been ’deserted 
by the politicians at Westminster, the 
Ulster people are still intensely loyal 
to the crown and to the Empire and 
are determined to remain within the 
United Kingdom. It is inconcievable 
that the British parliament will use 
force against Ulster. What the out¬ 
come will be nobody was prepared to 
predict. 

It seemed rather difficult in the 
short time we were there t 0 get any 
definite information as to the condi¬ 
tions in the Free State. The people 
whom we questioned in Belfast, either 
did not know, or would not express, 
their opinions. One of our party had 
spent a few days in Dublin and ^pve 
a very sombre word picture of busi¬ 
ness and social conditions there. The 
big hotel at which he stayed was al¬ 
most deserted and upon his arrive] 
there he appeared to be shadowed and 
followed With a view to determining 
as to whether he was an English spy 
or not. The dearth of tourists is to 
some extent due to a feeling of dis¬ 
trust and suspicion, that exists the 
moment a stranger enters the city, for 
naturally tourists will -not go to a city 
where their reception is uncertain. In 
the case of the Canadian editor he was 
not encouraged by his relatives to re¬ 
main in the country, lest he should 
get into trouble, for instance by using 
the Saxon names of places instead exf 
the Celtic names by which many of 
them have been replaced—Kingstown 
being one example. Transgression is 
apt to be resented, he was told, and 
the authorities have not much sympa¬ 
thy. On the other hand another mem¬ 
ber of our .party who visited relatives 
in another part of Southern Ireland, 
brought back a much more encourag¬ 
ing report. But apparcffjlt Sfouthern 
Ireland is almost as much out of the 
world, as though it had moved a thou¬ 
sand miles out to sea. 

There was no reference made to the 
political situation in Ireland at the 
luncheon tendered us at Belfast. H. P. 
Moore of Acton, Ont., a north of Ire¬ 
land man at the close of a^very fine 
speech, expressed the sentiment that 
“Ireland should be left to fight out 
her own quarrels in peace.” This 
luncheon was remarkable also .for the 
extreme cordiality of the speeches. 
They brimmed over with warmth. The 
hosts were the members of the Ulster 
District of the Institute of Journal¬ 
ists, the chairman of which Mr. Thos. 
Boyd, of the Ballymena Weekly Tele- 


graph, presided. Following this func¬ 
tion (a very necessary and important 
part of every day’s proceedings) some 
of us went over to the office of the 
Belfast Telegaph, which we inspected 
with much interest. One of the labour 
saving devices which we saw there 
was a machine for automatically writ¬ 
ing out on the typewriter despatches 
received ovefc the telegraph wires. The 
despatches are punched out on a tape, 
which is then fed into a special type¬ 
writer, and spells out the words with¬ 
out human intervention. In London, 
some of our party had been shown a 
machine for writing direct off the 
wire. The next thing will be to ope- 
late the linotype by electricity and eli¬ 
minate man power altogether. The 
Telegraph is credited with the largest 
c f rculation of any paper in Ireland, 
and was the first halfpenny paper in 
that country. It now sells for three 
halfpence. The proprietor is Sir Ro¬ 
bert Baird, who .was one of those 
most desirous that we should visit 
Belfast, and who devoted himself most 
assiduously to our entertainment, 
coming out to meet us on the tender, 
and remaining with us practically the 
whole day, notwitstanding the de¬ 
mands made upon him by the royal 
visit.

Laying Contest is very much in excess 
Markets firm for greater i the number qualifying in former 


part of the week and many stories 
coming out of shortages. Great Bri¬ 
tain complaining seriously of higher 
bread prices, indicates consumption 
may be curtailed on the continent. 
•Snow and cold weather general in Al¬ 
berta andn threshing operations stop,- 
ped indefinitely. 

Creamery Butter—Prints and car¬ 
tons unchanged and not much car lot 
movement; eastern markets lower, but 
Vancouver buying steadily, but in 
small quantities; possibilities of im¬ 
portations of New Zealand butter be¬ 
ing watched carefully; not much sur¬ 
plus in Alberta. Dairy Butter—Re¬ 
ceipts light, fancy table bought by 
markets at 30@32. Butterfat^-Prices 
in prairie provinces unejranged; re¬ 
ceipts showing very material falling 
off. Cheese—Market somewhat slow 
but prices steady. 

Poultry—All prices dropped since 
Thanksgiving trade over. ‘ Fowl var¬ 
iously quoted 7@llc; chickens 10@ 
13c; turkeys, geese an d d u c k s hotter 
kept at homo for complete finishing. 
Thanksgiving business was not heavy. 
Not much movement in dressed birds. 

Potatoes—Cold weather found light 
stocks on band and prices have been 
higher, with Calgary dealers paying 
up to $25 on A grade; other stock 
down to $20. 

Hay—Business not heavy yet but 
prices stiffening all over province; fair 
movement in tame hay through south¬ 
ern sections and Lethbridge quotes 
timothy at $12@16.50; alfalfa $10.50 
@13.50; Calgary quotes timothy at 
country points $13@14; upland $10@ 
11; Edmonton quotes timothy, coun¬ 
try points $14@15 upland $9@10.50. 

Hides—Though there has not been 
much movement the prices have stif¬ 
fened and all grades up l-2c; green 
salted butchers now 5%c@614c; kip 
skills 7%@9%c; calf 81i@101-2c. 

Furs—With early fall the first catch 
of furs will be nearly all prime, which 
should improve valufes to trappers;

According to a report, the farm of 
Smith Bros., near Cardston, has main¬ 
tained an average in wheat of forty- 
two bushels an.acre, for eleven years. 


years. Indeed the increase is so great 
that the contests which ended October 
29th, 1924 will have more birds regis¬ 
tered than were registered in the two 
preceding years. For the first time 
pullets, from registered hens have 
themselves qualified and have been 
marked for registration and these pul¬ 
lets will be the first mothers of regis¬ 
tered cockerels. The mating season 
of 1925 will be the first mating of 
what is known as the second genera¬ 
tion registered female, the daughters 
of first generation registered hens. 
Fortunate is the breeder who has sec¬ 
ond generation females in his breed¬ 
ing pen for the mating season of 1926. 
To these breeders, and to them only, 
will be the pleasure of having the first 
crop of registered cockerels. That 
•.he securing of the second generation 
registered females is by no means an 
easy undertaking, has been clearly 
demonstrated this past Egg Laying 
Contest year. All pullets from regis¬ 
tered hens did not lav the required 
number of eggs to qualify, which is 
200, and of those that laid the required 
(,mount, many were disqualified as not 
laying eggs up to standard size which 
i< 24 ozs., to the dozen. It was pleas¬ 
ing to those who have laboured so dil- 
ligently at this work to know that 
there was a lower peretfntage of sec¬ 
ond generation birdy disqualified for 
small eggs than (/ first generation 
ones. Strict regulations were enforc- 
edtp keep out of* registration birds 
/f/hof^ eggs averaged less than 24 ozs. 
to the dozen, and the closest of check¬ 
ing was excercised in the case of sec¬ 
ond generation birds. It is believed 
(hat by disqualifying for egg weights 
and allowing no registered cockerels 
to be produced who has less than two 
generations of female ancestors who 
Slave laid standard sized eggs the size 
of the eggs produced where registered 
cockerels are used, will, in a very few 
years be very materially increased.

PRIZE ESSAY 

Composition by Gladys Marcellue on 
Fire Prevention 

Vulcan schools perpetutate a prac¬ 
tice which was established some years 
ago in connection with the annual 
“Fire Prevention Week”, ,and are per¬ 
haps the only' schools whkh do so. 
Prizes are given in the hign&r grades 
for the four best essays on the sub¬ 
ject of “Fire Prevention." This makes 
a splendid subject for a' composition 
induces the consideration of a very 
important matter by the pupils, and 
the publishing of the winning essays 
conveys to the public information as 
to fire waste and methods for the cur¬ 
tailment, and surely this justifies the 
interest manifested and the donation 
of the prizes. The first prize winner 
in the High School section was Gladys 
Marcellus, and following "is the essay: 

I am going to give you the exact 
cost and loss from fires and try and 
endeavor to show you what fires cost 
to the country, province, city, town, 
village, and individual. The average 
loss through fire for the Dominion of 
Canada for the last 10 years equals 
$48,000,000.00. The loss for 1923 was 
$49,282,540 and it costs the Dominion 
of Canada $100,894,364 for Fire Pre¬ 
vention. At least 75% of these fires 
have been caused by negligence, that 
is carelessness. 

In the last 10 years $300,000,000 
worth of insurable property was de¬ 
stroyed through fire and 3,500 lives 
v ^k>st. The saddest part is that 60% of 
these lives lost were young children 
under the age of 12 years. The av¬ 
erage loss in Canada per day is $140,- 
000 or $100 per minute. 

In European countries fire costs 
each citizen 33c per head and in the 
Dominion of Canada it costs each citi¬ 
zen $6.00 per head. Now this record 
shows us that there is something 
wrong with the methods of Fire Pre¬ 
vention in Canada or that the people 
are not made to observe fire preven¬ 
tion as they are in the east. 

I will now give you the definite rec¬ 
ord of the deaths caused by fire from 
1916 to 1923. In 1916 there were 563; 
in 1917 235; in 1918, 261; in 1919, 139; 
in 1920, 284; 1921, 336; 1922, 412 and 
in 1923 397. 

I hope that you will all see now 
from the statistics that I have given 
you why a week of each year is set 
aside for fire prevention. But one 
week is not enough, for we should ob¬ 
serve fire prevention every da y of ou r 
lives and the only way ,e, as a nation 
can prevent fire is to come together 
and work. 

I will now give you cause and meth- 
eds of fire prevention and I hope 
when I am through" that we will all 
see how very simple it is for fire to 
break out and how easy it is for us 
to be careless, never realizing at the 
time that we were careless. 

If the council of each town or city 
made good building bye-laws and the 
citizens, or rather the people, knowing 
that these laws were made for their 
good, would try within'all their power 
to keep and to persuade others to keep 
them too. 

2— An inspection should be made 
annually of stoves, furnaces, etc. 

3— All rubbage should be removed 
from building both inside and out. 
In fact no one should allow rubage to 
collect; but some people have a great 
tendency to keep old papers, letters, 
receipts, etc., around and then not 
thinking that their match, cigarettes, 
etc. are not -Jotit they throw them 
down and a fire is started. 

4— Some electricians are very care¬ 
less, and do not put up the electric 
wires with care, and then also some¬ 
times in a storm a wire is broken or 
cut and everyone knows that if any¬ 
thing touches the live wire, a fire is 
started immediately. Therefore an 
inspection of electric wiring should be 
made quite frequently. This is one 
instance of negligence. 

6—Often we take the ashes out of 
the stove and empty^them on the ash 
pile which is near some building. Then 
we go away and forget all about the 
ashes. The wind fans them, and 
sparks or sometimes even flames 
blows up against the building and 
catches fire. We must tehn always let 
'our ashes stand before we empty them 
or else pour water on them. 

6— We often leave oily and greasy 
rags around. The grease unites with 
the oxygen in the air and catches on 
fire through spontaneous combustion. 

7— We are very careless with coal 
oil and gasoline lamps and also coal 
oil and gasoline itself. We often light 
our fires with coal oil and often we 
forget or neglect to clean the stove 
out thoroughly and'pul the coal oil on 
the yed hot coals and immediately it 
blazes up and catches fire to the per¬ 
son and they are burned to death and 
the home is also burned. Another ex¬ 
ample is that we often, through care¬ 
lessness or misunderstanding, put gas¬ 
oline in a coal oil-can and then some¬ 
one thinking it is coal oil puts it in 
a lamp or stove, touches a match to it, 
and an explosion, death and fire oc¬ 
curs. Another example is the care¬ 
lessness in cleaning clothes. They 
do not let the gasoline evaporate from 
the clothes and put a hot iron on it or 
put the clothes near the Are and a fire 
will start or when they are cleaining 
with gasoline they leave it near a fire 


and an explosion, fire and even death 
may occur. 

8— Some chimneys in time fall to 
pieces or become filled and as the fire* 
has to get out it will start on fire and 
therefore an annual inspection should 
be made each year. 

9— Nearly everyone is careless when 
it comes bo throwing away lighted ci¬ 
garettes and cigars. When they get 
through smoking they never think of 
putting out their cigarette or cigar 
and then throwing it away. This of 
course is the best illustration of negli¬ 
gence. 

10— One must be careful not to 
overheat your stove or fdnutce. That 
is carelessness and one7should al¬ 
ways be careful to sh’ut off the 
draughts before you go out 6r the fire 
may bum up and the stove or furnace 
become overheated, then the nearest 
thing to it will catch fire. 

11— We often put up our stove pipes 
and do not put protectors around the 
stove-pipe holes. The pipes get hot 
and the wall catches fire. 

12— One should always have an in¬ 
spection to see if any of the stove 
pipes are defected. 

13— I think that the department of 
Education should make it their duty 
bo see that Fire prevention is taught 
in the schools from primary up to the 
highest grade. If everyone is taught 
as a child, when they grow up they 
will not know anything else but bo re¬ 
spect and help fire prevention. 

14— Parents and everyone should 
teach little children the value of fire 
prevention. 

16—Some people start fires for re¬ 
venge but if they only knew that in 
the end it is they themselves paying 
for it in the long run because if the 
loss through fire is high, the taxes 
are high too. Therefore if fire pre¬ 
vention was talked on or spoken about 
in public meetings, these people who 
are really ignorant would change their 
methods of revenge. 

16— In bams, fires start very rapid¬ 
ly. That is because a careless person 
throws away their lit match, etc., and 
often when you are smoking, straw 
which is scattered all over the place 
brushes against you and starts on fire. 
If all hay, straw, etc., were in their 
proper places and the barn clean, it 
would not catch fire. But then one 
should never smoke in a bam. 

17— There are many fires caused by 
lightning and it is a good plan for 
everyone to put up lightning rods on 
their buildings. 

18— Children should never be al¬ 
lowed to have matches and should be 
forbidden bo touch them at all. There 
would be less fires and less deaths if 
this were carried out. 

19— There are many forest fires. 
Why are there so many? Everyone 
knows it is mostly through careless¬ 
ness. When they are out camping, 
hiking, hunting, etc., they are out for 
a good time but they forget to think 
of fire prevention and we know the 
results. While 'they could have had 
just as good a time -f they had only 
thought of the money and lives they 
were saving indirectly. Some times 
these forest fires sweep out town after 
town, all because one person was care- 
lees. 

20— Some people just bo show off 
play with fire. An accident occurs and 
the house catches fire. Therefore if 
we did not encourage them but stop 
them, they would not do it. 

21— People will persist in lighting 
matches, smoking carelessly around 
automobiles and do not realize that 
they are endangering their life and 
the building etc., near them. 

23—Everyone who has not water 
works in their homes and even if they 
have, should have an automobile fire 
sprinkler. 

23—Drunken men often light fires 
and should be watched.

The provincial government seed 
grain cleaning plant opened this week 
for the winter season, and registered 
seed grain is now beginning to arrive 
at th.e plant for cleaining and market¬ 
ing on the co-operative basis. The 
plant this season is accepting ship¬ 
ments of grain loose in cars provided 
the cars are well cleaned and lined 
with standerd car liners. Complete 
mottern loading and unloading facili¬ 
ties*have now been installed at the 
plant. The quality of the seed grain 
being received to date is of much bet¬ 
ter quality than at first anticipated. 


Owing to thee outbreak of mange 
among cattle in the Bassano district, 
about 9000 head of cattle were dipped 
at four points as a prevention against 
the menace of mange. Dr. McMilllan, 
veterinary officer of High River, has 
been engagedfthe past month in seeing 
that all stock in the effected districts 
are -dipped. 

In the province of Alberta there are 
eight forest reserves, the total area of 
which is about 18,620 square miles. 
These have been set aside with the 
idea of maintaining a timber supply 
and conserving the flow of the rivers.
